r Jready been placed in the ’07 pool. It 
is very pleasing to The Sun to make 
this announcement. It is the thing to 
do. and the farmers of Washington 
county ought to get busy in an effort 
to get the 1907 crop in this county 
signed up. 

Work will be commenced on the ware¬ 
house as soon the weather will permit, 
and it will doubtless be completed by 
early spring. Of course, with this 
warehouse in which to store the tobac¬ 
co, the 1907 crop will be handled much 
easier, and in a more satisfactory man¬ 
ner than the present crop. It is be¬ 
lieved that at least 80 per cent, of the 
Washington county crop will be pooled 
before the first of May.

Paris, Feb. 4.—Only the presence ol 
the police prevented a riot at the old 
Barnabite monastery, which has been 
rechristened the Church of the Holj 
Apostles, where the French Apostolic 
Catholic church was inaugurated. 

The announc ement of the attempt tc 
organize a schism had stirced up the 
militant Catholics, who organized a| 
hostile,reception with the Intention oil 
breaking up the services. 

Handbills were distributed contain-1 
ing the words of a popular air. desert i» j 
ing Archbishop Vilatte. head of th* 
Independent Catholic movement lr7 
America, as an American monkej 
whom M. Rriaud. minister of public | 
instruction and worship, desired tc 
make a French pope. 

Several thousand persons were out 
side the church, and scores of other’ 
penetrated the already crowded 
church. Interruptions commenced as 
scon as Father Roussin. the pastor ol I 
the church, began his sermon welcom¬ 
ing the approaching Catholic inde¬ 
pendence and the downing of the day 
when "all the churches of Jesu- 
Christ will unite in Christian chastity j 

When he thanked Archbishop Vi¬ 
latte for aiding the French Catholics j 
in establishing the first church, say-1 
ing he was consecrated by the Patri¬ 
arch of Antioch, the successor of St. I 
Peter, a shout in the edifice. "He is 
excommunicated," was the signal foi , 
a general tumult, and Father Roussin | 
finally was compelled to ask that t'pe' 
police be summoned. 

About fifty poisons were expelled 
from the church and quiet was prac-1 
ticall.v maintained until Archbishop j 
Vilatte appeared on the altar in the 
robe and mitre qf an archbishop I 
Instantly the din began again with 
redoubled force, almost drowning his 
words. Nevertheless he calmly con 
tinued, saying he-find been a . mission¬ 
ary for 36 years, but no savage tribe 
had ever prevented him speaking, and 
concluding: "Even to those who in 
terrupt and revile me, I say I will not 
excommunicate. I wish you no 111 
God be with you. Amen!” 

A score or more of other persons 
were then ejected before Archbishop 
Vilatte proceeded with the celebration 
of pontiflcial muss, in which he ob¬ 
served the Catholic rites.
